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Pereira receives

With birds chirping and flags 
rustling gently in the wind, close 
to 300 people gathered Thursday 
at Fort Campbell to witness Sgt. 
Felipe Pereira receive the Distin¬ 
guished Service Cross. 

The atmosphere at the cere¬ 
mony was a far cry from Nov. 1, 
2010, the day Pereira is credited 
with saving the lives of at least 
two of his fellow soldiers. 

Pereira, assigned to the 1st 
Battalion, 502nd Infantry Regi¬ 
ment, 2nd Brigade Combat 
Team, and his squad were sta¬ 
tioned at a base in the Kandahar 
province in Afghanistan. Ac¬ 
cording to a military account, 
they had just returned from a 
foot patrol when a suicide 
bomber riding a motorcycle 
drove up to Pereira’s group. 

Pereira shook the bomber’s 
hand and searched him. Then 
when Pereira turned his back, 


the bomb exploded. 

The next thing Pereira knew, 
he was lying on the ground. Two 
of the soldiers in his squad died 
instantly. Four others were se¬ 
verely injured. Pereira sustained 
shrapnel injuries to his spleen, 
liver and lung. He didn’t know 
what had happened, but he 
knew what he had to do. 

“It was time to make a choice: 
Are you going sit down and ask 
for help or are you actually 
going to get up and do some¬ 
thing?” he said. “I didn’t think 
about anything else besides, Am 
I capable of fighting?”’ 

Pereira commandeered a 
nearby all-terrain vehicle. He 
used the vehicle, which he de¬ 
scribed as little more than a “golf 
cart,” to transport two of his 
squad members back up the hill 
and away from the attack. As his 
fellow soldiers struggled to 
move their wounded comrades, 
Pereira returned and provided

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Suspect soldier dies following chase

A Fort Campbell soldier 
who was apprehended early 
Saturday morning following 
a pursuit by Georgia State 
Police has died from wounds 
suffered during an apparent 
self-inflicted gunshot wound 
sustained at the time of the 
incident. 

Spc. Rico L. Rawls Jr., 22, 


was pronounced dead at ap¬ 
proximately 2 p.m. on Mon¬ 
day. 

Rawls was wanted for ques¬ 
tioning in connection with 
the death of his spouse, Jes¬ 
sica T. Rawls, who was dis¬ 
covered deceased from an 
apparent gunshot wound Fri¬ 
day evening by military po¬ 
lice responding to an alleged 
domestic dispute in on-post 
housing. 


The death of the spouse is 
under investigation by spe¬ 
cial agents from the U.S. 
Army Criminal Investigation 
Command. Army CID is also 
working closely with other 
civilian law enforcement 
agencies in regard to this in¬ 
vestigation. 

Rawls was assigned to 5th 
Special Forces Group (Air¬ 
borne) at Fort Campbell and 
worked as an information 


systems operator/analyst. 

Early Saturday morning, 
Rawls shot himself in Bartow 
County, Ga., after leading po¬ 
lice on an 80-mile pursuit. He 
was wanted for questioning 
in connection to her death. 

On Friday night, military 
police were called to an al¬ 
leged domestic dispute on 
post, according to a news re¬ 
lease. After arriving at the

“Out of all of the military 
schools and law enforcement 
schools that I’ve been to, this 
was, by far, the most chal¬ 
lenging,” he said. “It was 
physically demanding and 
very difficult, as far as train¬ 
ing goes. I thought I knew 
how to ride a motorcycle 
until I went through this 


course.” 

Havens said that he was 
trained how to do 90-degree 
pullouts, 180- 
degree turns in 
the middle of 
the road and in 
between park¬ 
ing spots and 
how to brake at 
high speeds. 

“The class 
was phenome¬ 
nal,” he said. “Ofc. Jeff Hands 
and Ofc. Randy Matthews 


(both of the Evansville Police 
Department) were the in¬ 
structors, and they put on a 
phenomenal course. They’ve 
been riding together on the 
streets of Evansville for about 
10 years.” 

Havens said he became a 
motorcycle officer because 
he enjoys riding a motorcycle 
and serving the community. 

“(With a motorcycle officer 
on the force,) citizens may as 
well expect heavier traffic en-

Veterans sometimes find 
themselves in dire straits, 
without a job, food or even 
shelter to live in. 

Nia Association of 
Clarksville, Tenn., helps vet¬ 
erans and civilians find low- 
cost, quality housing to help 
them get on their feet. They 
also help them find resources 
that can help them in other 
areas. 

Nia Association was 
founded in 1998 by Carol and 
the late Daniel Stevens. 
Daniel had retired from the 
military and served as a 
teacher and coach at a school 
in Anchorage, Alaska, before 
the couple moved back to 
Carol’s hometown of 
Clarksville. 

“We felt the need for a pur¬ 
pose in our lives,” Carol said. 
“We were going around help¬ 
ing a lot of people that we 
had known before who now 
had grown-up children that 
they were trying to help and 
support and cope in the fam¬ 
ily home.” 

They called the association 
“Nia” for the Swahili word for 
“purpose.” 

“The focus became support 
for other people with disabil¬ 
ities,” Carol said. “We used 
some assets that we had, 
some homes that we had, to 


offer for the conservators, the 
parents of these adult chil¬ 
dren who began coming to 
us. They could chose from 
apartments or single-family 
houses. We providedstaff for 
them on a 24/7 basis.” 

Daniel passed away in 2008 
after a battle with cancer, but 
Carol continues to drive the 
organization that helps veter¬ 
ans and others in special situ¬ 
ations. 

Nia Association received a 
four-star rating from the Ten¬ 
nessee Department of Intel¬ 
lectual and Developmental 
Disabilities. Nia is also li¬ 
censed by the Tennessee De¬ 
partment of Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation. 

“We are the only one in 
middle Tennessee that has a 
four-star rating,” Carol said. 
“That means that we can pro¬ 
vide support throughout mid¬ 
dle Tennessee, but we choose 
not to. You really have to have 
someone who is committed 
and invested in your reclulse 
ministry to make sure they 
are not being too lax with the 
employees.” 

Carol Stevens, the execu¬ 
tive director of Nia Associa¬ 
tion, said she calls her 
business a ministry because it 
provides support for people 
with mental retardation as 
well as jobs to those unable to 
find them. 

“We have the opportunity to 


offer counsel,” she said. 
“Sometimes, people just need 
to talk about some things that 
are going on. We try to learn 
as much as we can so we can 
offer resources to military 
and civilians.” 

Carol is also a member of 
the Homeless Coalition, and 
said several veterans in this 
area live in tents. 

Nia Association is planning 
a fundraising evening of en¬ 
tertainment on May 26 with 
the group Serieux, which 


brings the music of the Temp¬ 
tations to the Cole Park Com¬ 
mons Grand Ballroom on 
post. 

“They are the legacy of the 
Temptations,” Carol said. 
“They were singing on a 
plane I was on going to Or¬ 
lando, so I asked them to put 
on a benefit for Wounded 
Warriors in December, so I 
asked them to come back 
again. 

“We are still focused on vet¬ 
erans, but more specifically 


for housing. We got funds in 
just for a few people at a time, 
but it’s not enough to make a 
dent, so we realized we need 
to do some fundraising.” 

The evening includes a din¬ 
ner and dancing, a silent auc¬ 
tion and gift baskets, all with 
the aim of raising funds for 
housing developments for 
those who need it. Nia is also 
raising funds for scholarship 
programs. 

“There are a lot of people 
who say that they can get up 
there and do it, but not like 
these guys,” Carol said. “They 
are dynamic. They are awe¬ 
some!” 

The evening begins at 8 
p.m. and goes until midnight. 
Admission is a $30 donation, 
which may be made to Nia 
Association, 375 Dover Road, 
Clarksville, TN 37042. Nia 
Association is a 501 (c)3 non¬ 
profit organization, so dona¬ 
tions are tax-deductible.

Deadline to apply for Am Vets scholarship nears 


AmVets Auxiliary Post 
78 in Oak Grove is tak¬ 
ing applications for its 
numerous scholarships, 
but the deadline to turn 
in those applications is 
April 25. 

The Auxiliary is in its 
fourth year of offering 
scholarships to area stu¬ 
dents. Those scholar¬ 
ships are offered to 
students based on aca¬ 
demic achievement. 

“At first, we started off 
slow,” said Auxiliary 
president Jewell Conley.

several AmVets Auxil¬ 
iary programs. One of 
the best sources for 
scholarship funding 
comes from its bingo 
nights. 

AmVets hosts bingo 
on Saturdays and Sun¬ 
days. The post doors 
open at 5 p.m., with 
games beginning at 7:30 
p.m. 

Other programs that 
the AmVets Auxiliary 
sponsors include a chil¬ 
dren’s Christmas party, 


which includes a carni¬ 
val, a gift and a visit 
from Santa and Mrs. 
Claus. 

“We have about 200 
kids,” Conley said. “We 
usually get their names 
through the Salvation 
Army or Community 
Cares.” 

In July, the Auxiliary 
sponsors a shopping 
spree for schools. Each 
school is given $1,000 to 
shop for their classes. 

AmVets sponsors a 


food kitchen program, 
providing to those in 
need who have applied 
for the food on the third 
Saturday of the month 
from noon to 3 p.m. 

Another monthly pro¬ 
gram the AmVets spon¬ 
sors is the Urban 
Ministries program, 
where it brings several 
groceries to Clarksville. 
That program serves the 
United Way and Fishes 
and Loaves programs. 

There are 27 members 


in the AmVets Auxiliary, 
with 77 members of the 
AmVets and 12 mem¬ 
bers of the Sons of 
AmVets, all of whom 
work for the benefit of 
those in need.

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Religious convictions don’t give right to reject U.S. laws 


IN THE NAME OF 

TOLERANCE 

WE HAVE IMPORTED INTOLERANCE 


T he Wild West 
was no wilder 
than present day 
America. Granted, living 
there was not a gentle life, 
however, most of these 
early western inhabitants 
were just that, law-abiding, 
God-fearing, church¬ 
going, youngin’-raising, 
farmers and cattle citizens 
who obeyed the laws 
because they respected the 
laws of the land and the 
man behind the star. 

You were either law 
abiding or you were not 
— and most were. Did the young 
cowboys come into town on payday 
once a month and blow off a little 
steam? Of course. Did Zane Grey 
make legends out of some common 
cowpokes? Of course he did! 

Is it ever permissible for a cate¬ 
gorized group of people who are 
Americans to not comply with the 
law of the land? 

We say that as a nation we must 
separate religion from state. 

Religion is your belief in some 
sort of higher power and state the 
body of elected or appointed officials 
that represent the people and should 
demonstrate equality among all 
citizens. 

Should religious convictions give a 
particular group the right to defy the 
law of the land and replace it with 
laws which are consistent with their 
beliefs or desires?

Some helped build this 
country. Most are kind, peace loving, 
forgiving people and have made very 
significant contributions to mankind. 
I suppose that Allah’s message of 
peace and good will is interpreted 
into an evil, ugly message to the 
radical Muslims. 

If these radical people would 
devote more time to listening to Allah 
and less time blowing up things, the 
matter of peace in the world would 
become more of a reality. 

There is but one God that reigns 


over heavens and earth. He goes 
by different names such as Lord, 
Jehovah, Allah, Buddha, and so on, 
but he is the only God ... just defined 
differently with different names. He 
is still the Master of everything that 
is. 

Since the London Tube bombings, 
public officials in Australia have taken 
a firm stance on Muslim extremists 
and Sharia Law. Although the emails 
and Facebook posts circulating are 
essentially accurate, the statements 
quoted in these posts were part of 
a public debate and not specifically 
attributed to any one person. 

The posts are quotes from 
Australian leaders including Trea¬ 
surer Peter Costello, Prime Ministers 
John Howard, Kevin Rudd, Julia 
Gillard and Education Minister Bren¬ 


dan Nelson. Basically these lea¬ 
ders verbalized they expect their 
citizens and visitors to live under 
parliamentary law, democracy and 
Australian values, citing Australia 
does not recognize a second law. 

The quotes include, “Muslims who 
want to live under Islamic Sharia 
Law will get out of Australia, as the 
government have targeted radicals in 
a bid to head off terror attacks.” Or, 
“This is our country, our land, and 
our lifestyle, and we will allow you 
every opportunity to enjoy all this. 
But once you are done complaining, 
whining, and griping about our flag, 
our pledge, our Christian beliefs, or 
our way of life, I highly encourage 
you to take advantage of one other 
great Australian freedom, “the right 
to leave.” 


Heroism personified 

Sgt. Pereira: we will not forget 

A Fort Campbell infantry soldier who grew up in Brazil and came to 
the United States when he was 17 years old to learn English and 
then earned a bachelor’s degree in biology nearly gave his life in 
Afghanistan to save other soldiers in his unit. 

His story, as told by the Army, should not be forgotten. 

Sgt. Felipe Pereira, 28, became the most highly decorated soldier at Fort 
Campbell since the Vietnam War when Secretary of the Army Gen. Ray 
Odierno awarded him the Distinguished Service Medal on Thursday. The 
ceremony was at Fort Campbell. The Distinguished Service Medal is second 
only to the Medal of Honor for heroism in the Army. 

Pereira’s honor is rare. Among nearly 4,000 members of the Army who 
have received the medal, only about 200 were enlisted soldiers. The others 
were officers, and nearly a fourth were colonels. 

On Nov. 1, 2010, following a patrol in Senjaray, in the Kandahar Province, 
Pereira was returning to his combat outpost as the leader of Alpha Company, 
1st Battalion, 502nd Infantry Regiment, 101st Airborne Division. An explosive 
attached to a motorcycle detonated in the middle of Pereira’s squad and he 
sustained shrapnel wounds to his spleen, liver and left lung. Two soldiers — 
Spc. Jonathan M. Curtis, 24, and Pfc. Andrew N. Meari — were killed and 
others were injured and pinned down by enemy gunfire. 

The Army’s citation says Pereira refused medical treatment. With his lung 
collapsing, he commandeered an all-terrain vehicle and drove into enemy 
fire to help his wounded comrades. Bullets ricocheted off the vehicle, and 
Pereira returned fire, according to the Army. He helped evacuate one group 
of soldiers to the outpost, then returned to the line of fire and rescued another 
group. 

Fort Campbell, the members of the 101st Airborne Division and their 
families have carried a heavy load in the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. Their 
daily acts of heroism are too numerous to count or fully comprehend. 

This rare honor extended to one of Fort Campbell’s bravest soldiers 
reminds us why we owe our highest regard to so many soldiers. 

Thank you, Sgt. Pereira, for your service. We will not forget.

Fewer than usual bills passed, but legislation is strong 


T he 2012 Regular 
Session ended 
Thursday as we 
pushed through a long 
day to finalize legislation. 

While we ended up passing 
fewer bills than usual this 
year, I think several good, 
strong pieces of legislation 
made it through the pro¬ 
cess. 

Bills sent to the gov¬ 
ernor’s desk on our final 
working day included what has 
been deemed the ‘career-pathways’ 
bill. Intended to reach students at 
risk for dropping out of high school, 
Senate Bill 38 will create a career and 
technical curriculum in Kentucky’s 
public school system. It will allow 
students to earn their diploma while 
preparing for careers in fields that 
do not require a college degree. We 
hope this not only improves our 
graduation rate, but also the earning 
potential and quality of life for our 
young people. 

Many other bills this session have 
already been added to Kentucky’s 
statutes. Among them, House Bill 390 
tackles a recent rise in the vandalism 
and theft of items containing copper 
and other valuable metals. It restricts 
the purchase of storm drain and 
manhole covers, street signs, guard 
rails, railroad ties and equipment, 
catalytic converters, metal parts from 
air conditioning units, and other 
items commonly stolen for their 
recyclable value. 

Sellers of the restricted items 


would be required to provide 
proof of ownership and 
would be mailed a check as 
payment on the day after 
the transaction. The bill also 
creates misdemeanor and 
felony crimes for damaging 
property with the intent to 
steal restricted metal. 

With the passage of Senate 
Bill 32, Kentucky joins at 
least 13 other states with a 
Blue Alert system to warn the 
public of at-large criminals who have 
harmed, kidnapped, or killed a peace 
officer. It will utilize law enforcement 
communication systems, electronic 
highway signs and media providers 
across the State to spread information 
after an officer has been reported 
wounded or missing. 

Senate Bill 89 makes seat belt 
usage mandatory in vehicles designed 
to carry up to 15 people. Previously, 
seat belt usage was only required 
in vehicles designed for 10 or fewer 
passengers. 

Senate Bill 3 lowers the current 
monthly over-the-counter purchase 
limit for pseudoephedrine in pill or 
tablet form and places a cumulative 
24-gram-per-year cap on such 
purchases. Pseudoephedrine is a 
common decongestant in cold and 
allergy medicines, but also a required 
precursor ingredient in cooking 
illegal methamphetamine. 

The bill also replaces the 
current paper-tracking system for 
purchase of medicines containing 
pseudoephedrine — such as Sudafed, 


Claritin D and other decongestants — 
with a mandatory electronic system 
that allows real-time tracking of 
purchases. Hopefully these measures 
will prevent excessive purchases 
of the drug for inappropriate uses 
and ebb the growing number of 
dangerous meth labs in our State. 

Another anti-drug measure, House 
Bill 481 extends the current State 
ban on synthetic drug compounds 
to include entire classes of the 
drugs. Underground manufacturers 
have been able to circumvent the 
current ban by simply changing a 
few ingredients in the compounds of 
drugs like synthetic marijuana and 
so-called ‘bath salts.’ This should 
close that gap and prevent the 
purchase and use of these dangerous 
poisons. 

Some of the most important 
work accomplished in any even- 
year session, a biennial spending 
plan for the state, was put together 
last month. The budget Kentucky 
will operate under for the next two 
years was frankly the best we could 
manage after five years of a grueling 
recession and spending cut after 
spending cut. While the necessary 
pull-backs will be excruciating in the 
short term, we believe they will put us 
on steadier footing for whatever our 
financial future holds. We are hoping 
this budget’s temporary pain will be a 
bridge to healthier times, hinted at by 
reports that our revenues are finally 
starting to rebound. 

Even with that crucial task 
completed, there is still work left to 


be done. 

In Thursday’s evening hours we 
put a final stamp of approval on a 
six-year road plan that includes the 
Louisville bridges project and many 
other projects across the state. A 
separate bill actually funding those 
projects, however, was not passed 
before our midnight deadline. 

The governor has called an extra¬ 
ordinary session (it started Monday) 
to address that issue, as well as 
another priority still unfinished: 
prescription drug abuse. 

Thousands of Kentuckians and 
their families are devastated by the 
scourge of pain pill addiction each 
year. So-called ‘pill mills,’ the shady 
pain-management ‘clinics’ known 
for providing a seemingly endless 
supply of potent narcotics to virtually 
anyone who asks as long as they 
will pay, are fueling the devastation. 
It is obvious that legislation to 
regulate those facilities and monitor 
the prescription and distribution of 
narcotics is needed. The question is, 
what is the best way to do that? 

I will continue to keep you updated 
as our work continues. You can 
follow the work of the legislature 
by visiting our website at www.lrc.

Three men with local con¬ 
nections joined the ranks of 
the Kentucky Journalism Hall 
of Fame Wednesday in Lex¬ 
ington. 

Times Leader Publisher 
Chip Hutcheson, Ham Broad¬ 
casting Company President 
D.J. Everett III and retired 
Murray State University pro¬ 
fessor Bob McGaughey 
joined the Hall of Fame in an 
induction ceremony and 
luncheon Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

They joined Woodford Sun 
Publisher Albert B. Chandler 
Jr., retired Louisville Courier- 
Journal photojournalist Bill 
Luster, who won Pulitzer 
Prizes in 1976 and 1989, and 
former Lexington Herald- 
Leader and Washington Post 
reporter Michael York, who 
won a Pulitzer Prize in 1986, 
in the 2012 Hall of Fame 
class. 

“This year’s class of in¬ 
ductees certainly reflects well 
of our Commonwealth,” said

McGaughey, who also grew 
up in Hopkinsville, taught 
journalism at Murray State 
University from 1969 until his 
retirement in the late 1990s.

1974-1997. 

Hutcheson served as sports 
editor of the New Era from 
1970-76 before taking the 
helm at the Princeton Leader. 
He remained publisher when 
the Leader and the Caldwell 
County Times were merged 
into the Times Leader after 
being purchased by the New 
Era in 1992.

Budget cuts likely 
not to affect post

Gen. Raymond 

Odierno, the U.S. Army 
chief of staff, wrapped up 
a visit to Fort Campbell 
with a press conference 
Thursday afternoon. 

During his visit to the 
101st Airborne Division, 
Odierno had the opportu¬ 
nity to meet with special 
operations and training 
programs. His wife also 
met with military families 
and reviewed the special 
programs devoted to the 
families. Odierno also 
awarded the Distin¬ 
guished Service Cross to 
Sgt. Felipe Pereira of the 
101st Division earlier 
Thursday afternoon. 

“It’s great to have the 


whole division back,” he 
said. 

Odierno addressed 
talks of budget cuts and 
how it would affect Fort 
Campbell. He said that 
the U.S. Army was in the 
process reviewing every 
U.S. Army installation. 

“We have significant 
budget cuts over the next 
10 years, so it’s going to 
impact every installation 
(including) Fort Camp¬ 
bell,” he said. 

However, he added that 
because Fort Campbell is 
one of the “enduring in¬ 
stallations,” the budget 
cuts would have minimal 
impact on the post. How¬ 
ever, he noted that Army 
officials hadn’t made any 
decisions yet.

CLARKSVILLE, Tenn. — 
Redshirt freshman quarter¬ 
back Jacob Sexton threw two 
first-half touchdown passes 
to offset sophomore running 
back Ean Pemberton, who 
tacked on a 107-yard rushing 
performance, as the White 
team held off the Red team 
14-7 on April 5 in the Red- 
White Spring game in Gover¬ 
nors Stadium. 

As a result, the White team 
will receive Pig Bowl champi¬ 
onship T-shirts in honor of 
the barbecue dinner that was 
provided to the football team 
after the scrimmage. 

"It was a great way to end 
spring practice," said APSU 
head coach Rick Christophel. 
"The best thing was we had 
no major injuries. ...We had 
some guys make some plays 
on offense, and we saw some 
good things from the defense. 

"Overall we are getting bet¬ 
ter; we are getting to where 
we need to be. We still have a 
long way to go in getting 
ready for those first two 
games coming out the chute 
(Western Kentucky and Vir¬ 
ginia Tech)." 

Sexton, who redshirted a 
year ago, tossed a perfectly 
elevated alley-oop 16-yard 


TD pass to senior Devin 
Stark in the right corner of 
the end zone to begin the 
scoring in the opening quar¬ 
ter. 

After Jake Ryan responded 
with a nine-yard TD toss to 
Justin Adams-Turner, Sexton 
came right back with a sec¬ 
ond scoring strike, this one 
another lofted pass to the left 
side of the end zone to red- 
shirt freshman Anthony 
Woodard just prior to half¬ 
time. 

Sexton finished 9-for-13 
passing (69.2 percent) for 89 
yards. Senior starter Jake 
Ryan, playing without fa¬ 
vorite target Stark, ended the 
night 10-for-21 for 68 yards. 
Sophomore quarterback Lan- 
don Curtis ended the night 6- 
for-12 for 29 yards. 

"Jacob really grew up dur¬ 
ing the last week or so,' 
Christophel said. “He threw a 
couple of TD passes and 
threw a couple of other nice 
passes. He's a lot better here 
at the end." 

Stark finished with three 
catches for 27 yards for the 
White team, while Robert 
Lemon added four receptions 
for 53 yards. Tight end 
Ashlon Adams had five 


catches for 43 yards for the 
Red team. 

On the ground, Pemberton 
ended with 107 yards on 16 
carries, including a 53-yarder 
that set up the Red team's 
only score. The speedy Pem¬ 
berton was caught from be¬ 
hind by freshman J.J. 
Rutledge, the local product 
who transferred from Navy. 

Senior running back Wesley 
Kitts, who missed most of 
spring practice with a ham¬ 
string issue, finished with 24 
yards on seven attempts, 
while redshirt freshman Reco 
Williams bulled his way 
through for 28 yards on eight 
attempts. 

"Overall, collectively, I think 
we are more athletic at run¬ 
ning back," Christophel said. 
"I don't know if we have any¬ 
one as good as Ryan White 
(second on APSU's all-time 
rushing chart), but we are 
better overall. It was good to 
see Wes Kitts out there really 
for the first time. 

"Ean has been doing it all 
spring. If we can continue to 
keep him healthy and get him 
stronger, get him bigger and 
keep him on the field, that 
will be important." 

Defensively, end Earnest 


Smith, another local product 
who came to APSU as a walk- 
on, finished with four unas¬ 
sisted tackles, including two 
quarterback sacks and an¬ 
other tackle for loss, while 
defensive back Jonathan 
Shuler led the Red team in 
overall stops with seven, in¬ 
cluding four unassisted stops. 

"Earnest has made himself 
into a player," Christophel 
said. "He really works in the 
weight room; he has gotten a 
lot stronger. He and (senior 


safety) Antwaun Majors are 
guys who have just worked to 
make themselves into good 
players." 

The White team, mean¬ 
while, received active play 
from safety Ricky Tinnin, 
who also had seven stops, 
while the Govs’ leading tack¬ 
ier last fall, Majors, had two 
tackles for loss. Redshirt 
freshman safety Brad Wilmer 
had the game's only intercep¬ 
tion, off of a tipped pass for 
the Red team.
